A SQUARE DEAL FOlt THE 
BAKER MEMORIAL 


We arc* in receipt of the following 
letter from Dr. Thomas R, Baker, 
Professor Emeritus of Natural 
Science at Rollins and curator of the 
Baker Museum. The letter is self-ex¬ 
planatory and is published here in 
the hope that it may lead to the put¬ 
ting of the Museum upon its deserved 
financial basis thus avoiding in the 
future any cm harass me til in the car¬ 
rying out of the splendid work to 
which Hr. Baker has given so gener¬ 
ously of his time and money, 

“Winter Park, April 2D, 1920. 
“Editor of The Sandspur, 

Dear Sir: 

“Hurried from my perusing of the 
Sandspur of April 10th to a matter 
that needed my attention, and not hap¬ 
pening to see it again until a few 
days ago, my attention, only then, 
was directed to the interesting de¬ 
scription of the valuable war relics 
that Prof. Powers very kindly offers 
to lend the museum for an indefinite¬ 
ly long period, perhaps making it a 
gift to the institution eventually. I 
also noticed the paragraph with which 
the description ends, including the 
following lines; 

“ ‘The only thing that hinders the. 
installation of the collection is the 
dilatory actions of those in charge in 
failing to provide a suitable cabinet 
to hoid the relics/ And also a glaring 
headline in which the statement was 
substantially repeated. 

“This paragraph should uot have 
been written, and should not have 
been accepted for publication. And 1 


feel sure that had the writer and edi¬ 
tor given the matter a 'sober second 
thought/ it would not have been pub¬ 
lished. 

“This is the only case that I have 
ever known of a college paper criticis¬ 
ing in an unfair way—for the writer 
wna ignorant of the facts of the case 
—ami reflecting upon, the work of 
college officials. 

“The indefinite ‘those' of the ex¬ 
pression, ‘those in charge/ was doubt¬ 
less intended to refer to me as the 
ditotoyy one in the case, but I dear 
m>self of the charge when I state 
that the delay in taking immediate 
advantage of Prof, Powers’ generous 
offer was due t,o the fact that we did 
not have u suitable ciist 1 for the nped. 
mens It was thought that provision 
was being made for securing one, but 
mishap seems to have come tu the ef¬ 
fort, and we are still waiting, 

“And in regard to our getting mu¬ 
seum eases, ] wish to say empimticuUy 
that it i& uut. my tiiiffincxx to order 
them made, and 1 have never done so 
in a single instance. I am in charge 
of the exhibits, but not in providing 
a place for (.hem. 

“Through my efforts in one way 
find another, with one exception, ail 
of the IU,QQ0 specimens in the mus¬ 
eum have been and are being secured. 
Willi one exception the specimens are 
all gifts, many of them front students 
and teachers. Referring to the above 
exception, 1 bought a small collection 
as a nucleus: for the museum, and 
have expended additional sunus also 
from my private purse for various 
purposes in sustaining it. There is 
no 'museum fund’ whatever to draw 
upon for expenses. And, my work, I 
may say, connected with it is entire¬ 
ly gratuitous. 

“1 have been connected with Rol¬ 
lins College for nearly 30 years—in¬ 
cluding 10 years in looking after the 
museum, and no similar reflection 
concerning my work here, whatever 
its nature has been, has ever come 
to my notice. I need hardly say that 
this unjustifiable charge has given me 
an uncomfortable feeling, but I assure 
you that it has not caused me to feel 
unkindly either toward yourself or 
the writer of the paragraph, attribut¬ 
ing your action to hasty thoughtless, 
ness, 1 wish to add that 1 know that 
neither I’rof. nor Mrs. Powers is* au¬ 
thor of the paragraph to which I es¬ 
pecially refer. 

“Yours very truly, 

(Signed! “TllOS. R. BAKER," 

It is scarcely necessary to add that 
the article to which Dr. Baker refers 
was written without the slightest in¬ 
tent of reflecting upon his own work 
as founder and present curator of the 
museum. It was not known, at the 
time, that the Baker Museum was not 
in some way provided for in the Col¬ 
lege budget, and while the Sandspur 
wishes to assure Dr. Baker that his 
work is appreciated, and that to the 
fullest degree, we feel that the bring¬ 
ing out of the facta in the case, show¬ 
ing the inadequacy of support that 
the museum receives justifies in 
some measure at least, the publishing 
of the lines to which lie refers. 

It can but heighten the esteem in 
which Dr. Baker is held by the stud¬ 
ents and friends of the College to 
know that he alone, with the assist¬ 
ance of friends and several donations 
of specimen cases, is responsible for 
all the splendid work that has been 
done in the Suker Museum. Wa sin¬ 
cerely trust that he will receive in 
the future the material aid in the 
work of the musuum that his unself¬ 
ish efforts of thu pnat several years 
merit. 


Vli EDITOR’S 
FAREWELL 


It is with a great deal of satisfac¬ 
tion that the retiring Editor of The

ROLLINS MILLION 
DOLLAR CAMPAIGN 
WELL LAUNCHED

which fact in itself represents a 
“capital *toek” of mi! value, its tan¬ 
gible assets are a locution of unique 
attrucLivenes.s on Lake Virginia, in 
the heart of a growing and progres¬ 
sive state; ft campus and college 
plant ( including present net endow¬ 
ment) estimated at well over half a 
million dollars, and an ideal college 
comm unity environment. 

A year since. Dr. George M. Ward 
accepted the call to enmc back ns 
president of the college and build it 
up on condition that the Trustees 
would engage tu raise art adequate en¬ 
dowment to insure its maintenance 
and future development. After care¬ 
ful consideration, Lite Trustees at a 
recent meeting voted To undertake a 
campaign for a million dollar fund to 
lie used exclusively as revenue pro 
during endowment. In the meantime, 
Mr Charles H. Morse pledged $100,- 
000 toward the first half million on 
condition that the Board would raise 
ihe remaining $400,000 before Octo¬ 
ber 1, 1920. The first half million 
raised. President Ward engages, upon 
the strength of this demon a l rat km of 
interest on part of those immediate¬ 
ly concerned with the future welfare 
|of the college, to undertake the sec¬ 
ond half million from certain Datable 
sources with every nsnumncc of suc¬ 
cess. The securing of the second half, 
however ,ta absolutely conditional on 
the obtaining of the first $500,000. 

This campaign has been very thor¬ 
oughly organized. The Trustees, loy¬ 
al Alumni, and former students, are 
getting back of it in earnest. The 
responsibility of this finst program 
devolves upon every trustee, upon the 
local communities of Winter Park, 
Orlando, and n dozen smaller Rollins 
"centers” about the state, and upon 
evi ry former Rollins student and 
friend of Hollins College in Florida 
and elsewhere. Winter Pari; has en¬ 
thusiastically organized n similar lo¬ 
cal campaign. Every possible friend 
of the institution and community is 
to be solicited and given ail opportun¬ 
ity to help. 

It will be no easy work to raise the 
necessary $4(H),000 before October 1, 
1920, in these days when there is such 
u multiplicity of demands for worthy 
i-auses. However, this must not be 
regarded as simply "one more drive,” 
but the criticntly important effort in 
the history of the college. It will 
succeed, for each one will do his part. 
In order to insure the largest indiv¬ 
idual gifts possible, the “deferred 
payment” plan is being used permit¬ 


ting donors to distribute their contri¬ 
butions over a period of five years— 
and pledge cards are made out ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Chancellor James Brooks of the 
college, has issued a very interest inu; 
little folder stating the needs of the 
Institution, the significance of its ln- 
entiem, historic antecedents and fu¬ 
ture role in Ihu heart of Orange euun 
ty, one. oT the most flourishing coun¬ 
ties of n most flourishing and pro¬ 
gressive state. 

The enterprising citizens who have 
nnitie Florida what it is today, and 
who are building for the future, are 
people of vision who refuse to be [irn 
ih d and provincial in their oul look. 

The continued growth of her 
churches, schools, colleges, and other 
civic institutions, is the best evidence 
that the people of this great and 
growing commonwealth of Florida 
recognize the real factors that lie at 
the basis of her economic ns well as 
civic prosperity. 

Orange county, particularly Orlan¬ 
do, its metropolis, will not be slow in 
recognizing the economic significance 
of a strong, well-endowed college in 
its midst. Orange county and vicin¬ 
ity has a lug stake in the successful 
issue of the campaign now on. 

Winter Park lias already raised 
$25 000 uf Us $50,000 quota and those 
immediately responsible for the con¬ 
duct of the campaign are confident 
that the community at large will lib¬ 
erally respond in doing its share to¬ 
wn nl realizing before October 1st the 
$J 00,000 necessary to insure the to¬ 
tal million dollar fund necessary to 
establish mi a firm basis 11 1 is educa¬ 
tional center so important to the fu¬ 
ture of Central Florida and to the 
states as n whole.
